WOMAN'S RIGHTS AT EVANSTON. 


Letter from Miss Willard, Dean of the 
Woman's College of the North west- 
erm University. 

Evanston, Nov. 26, 1873. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune : 
Sm: Inveplying, briefly, to the strictures of a 
recent editorial headed Woman's Rights in 
Evanston,” I do not touch the question of the 
responsibility or irrespousibility of young men 
for theif conduct, outside the recitation-room. 
My relations in matters of discipline are to the 
young ladies, and, in justice to them and to my- 
self, I wish our system of government to be fair- 
ly understood by those whom your recent men- 
tion of the Woman's College“ will have a ten- 
dency to prejudice against us. 
Below is given an extract from our last cata- 
logue, which explains the system of government 
successfully administered since the organization 


of Evanston College for Ladies:

The general basis of government in this institution 
is, that merit shail be distinguished by privilege. Any 
young lady who establishes for herseif a trustworthy 
character, will be trusted accordingly.

Why four should be the ibed number 
for a walk, or talk, at Evanston, while in the 
outside world two are considered far more de- 
sirable, it is difloult to conjecture. The au- 
thorities at Evanstoa in thus restricting the.so- 
cial intercourse of young ladies and gentlemen, 
and thereby adding an undue gest to their meet- 
iug, are unwisely interfering with one of the best 
features of coeducation. We exaggerate the 
importance of forbidden pleasures, and so long a4 
this mystery of sex is kept up, surrounded with 
all the usual artificial lights and conditions, men 
and women will be heroes and angels to 
each other, until the trials of life teach them 
otherwise; then, in their disappointment, they 
will undervalue each other by just so much as 
eir ideas were before too exalted. Hence, 
whatever of education tends to bring 
them together as equals in their every-day life— 
dress, occupation, anda emente—beneiits both 
sexes, and makes social life more healthy, happy, 
and natural. 

The fewer laws we have the better, is true 
alike in the home, the college, and the State, as 
there is a strange perversity in human nature to 
do what is forbidden. 1 hope Miss Willard, the 
lady Principal at Evanston, who is ove of the 
noblest women in the State, will see that the 
scales of justice are evenly balanced for the girls 
under her care, and that pleasant walke with 
their brothers and cousins may not be forbidden.

The only tangible facts with regard to our rela- 
tions with Spain are that our Government is 
ceaselessly pushing on its preparations for war. 
Without, everything is rumor and contradiction, 
but in the navy-yards and shops there is an 
unintermittent clangor of work that is all the 
more significant for the uncertain sounds 
elsewhere. The marine corps is to be re- 
eruited to the full standard, and matters are 
especially active at the Norfolk Navy-Yard, 
which, in the event of war, will be the 
station nearest the scene of hoatilities. Wash- 
ington advices declare that Spain is willing to 
the Virginius, if she be shown entitled 
to the American flag, and go so far as to 
the basis of an agreement which 
has been made between the two countries. 
Other dispatches contradict these statements 
flatly. Senator Morton and Secretary Fish were 
in conference seven hours yesterday, but the 
public are as ignorant of its resultsas of those of 
the other important councils held lately, The 
Secretary is stated to believe the situation moro 
than ever hazardous, and (o have become really 
apprehensive that there may be war. 


The work of the State Board of Equalization, 
when examined in detail, presents some extraor- 


Ainary examples of the reckless way in which 


they “ equalize” taxes. Here are some speci- 
mens in the way of taxing sewiog-machines. 
The average prices at which they are to be taxed 
in the several counties named are as follows. 


If there be anything which bas the same gen- 
eral value everywhere, itis a sewing-machine, 
and yet the above will illustrate how the State 
Board.*‘ equalized” that value. Greene County 
was punished even more severely than Cook. In 
the matter of steam-engines and boilers, the Board 
adopted $617.89 as the average taxable value of 
each in the State, but they “equalized the value 
between the counties by taxing those in this 
county at the rate of $1,710.32 each. Mules in 
the State were charged at an average value of 
$54.50; those in Cook County are put down at 
$113.83; in Sangamon County, $50.28; in Ma- 
son County, $14.83; McHenry County, $36. 
This also was called equalization. 
— — 

President Woolsey has summed up the Cuban 
complication as clearly as it can be stated in 
saying that there was sham on both sides. The 
Virginius was sailing as au American vessel, and 
still she was not an American vessel. The Span- 
iards pretend that there is no war in Cuba, and 
yet there is war. “The only reality about the 
matter,” says Dr. Woolsey, ‘was the terrible 
one that broke through the shams,” when the 
Spanish authorities, in self-defense, arrested the 
warlike movement of a vessel sailing under false 
colors. This being the real condition of things, 
it is the duty of the American Government, so 
far as in its power lies, to prevent a repetition 
of this double sham. In the case of hostile ex- 
peditions fitted out in this country against 
Spanish authority in Cuba, which is one of 
the shams in the case, it is the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to use every offori to avert a repetition 
in the future. With respect to the pretense of 
Spain that there ie no war in Cuba, where there 
has been a war for five years, the sham should 
be removed so far as we are concerned by the 
recognition of the Cuban insurgents as bellig- 
erenta, entitled to the rights of belligerents un- 


der international law.

The decision of Judge Tipton. in the Gilman, 
Clinton & Springfield Railroad case, throws a 
flood of light on the raiiroad-aid bond question 
and a good many collateral questions.

THE STATE AUDITOR. 

The Springfield Journai, in defending the tax 
robbery proposed in behalf of the holders of tho 
Gilman, Clinton & Springfield and othor rail- 
road-aid bonds, considers it necessary to defend 
the Auditor, and says: 

Whatever Gen. Lippincott, as State Auditor, has done 
in reference to the pending assessment of taxes for 
State purposes, has been done, not under any “ ani- 
mus ” for or against any town, county, or city, in the 
State. He is under a solemn oath and an official bond 


| to execute the revehue laws as he finds them in the 


statute-book. He hes no discretion whatever in the 
premises, His duty is simply to collect ihe revenue in 
the manner which the law-makiug power has prescribed 
for him. 

The revenue law in tho statute-book provides, 


Sections 118 and 120, as follows: f 

118. The Governor, Auditor, aud Treasurer shall, 
annually, on the completion of the assesament and 
equalization of property, ascertain the rate per cent 
required to produce the amount of taces levied by the 
General Assembly. 

120. The Anditor shall, annually, compute and cer- 
tify to the County Clerks such separate rates per cent 
as will produce the net amounts of State taxes author- 
ized to be levied, 

The Legislature, by act of May, 3, 1873, pro- 
vided : 

1, That there shall be raised by levying # tax, by 
valuation upon the taxable property in this Biate, the 
following sums for the purposes heroinafter set forth: 
For general State purposes, to be designated “ Revenue 
Fund,” $2,500,000 upon the assessed value of y 
for the year 1873, and $1,600,000 annually thereafter. 
For school purposes, to be desiguated “ State Scool 
Fund” (in lieu of the mill tax therefor), $1,000,000 
annually, 

2. The Governor and Auditor shall, annually, com- 
pute the separate rates per cent required to produce 
not less than the above amounts, anything in any 
other act providing s different manner of ascertaining 
the amount of revenue required to be levied for Sate 
purposes to the contrary notwithstanding ; and when 
60 ascertained, the Auditor shall certify to the County 
Clerks the proper separate rates per cent therefor, 
and also such definite rates for other purposes as are 
now, or may hereafter be, provided by law to be levied 
and collected cs State taxes, ; 

This is the law on the statute-book. Now, 
what bas the Auditordone? He has certified 
to the County Clerks the rates for taxation on 
the assessment of 1878, an aggregate tax 
of 3 6-10 mills on the total assessment of 
$1,341,613,046, This rate of tax will produce 
the sum of $4,829,806.98, or a sum in excess of 
that authorized by law of 81.320, 806. 98. To 
be more specific, and to execute the law more 
distinctiy, he has certified that the rate of tax 
shall be 2 7-10 mills for revenue purposes, 
and 9-10 of a mill for school purposes. These 


separate rates will produce the following sums:

Now, for what purpose was this levy of over 
eleven hundred thousand dollars made’ Where 
is the authority for it in the revenue law on 
the statute-book ? 

Here is a direct and flagrant levy of 
45 per cent more tax for revenue fund 
than the law allows or permits the Auditor 
to prescribe. What isthat money for? Is it 
for the benefit of the State officers, for a grand 
divide, a sort of **back-pay” arrangement, or 
for what purpose? The Auditor has no author- 
ity to levy tax in 1873, except for the two speci- 
fied objects, and for the specified sums! Why, 
then, has he increased the amount to be 
raised for revenue purposes 45 per cent? For 


whose benefit, and for what other 


fund? He has certified the two funds for 
which the tax is to be raised, and prescribed the 
rates separately. What the Auditor has not ex- 
plained is, why he has raised the levy for reve- 
nue from $2,500,000 to $3,622,355. 

The attempt to disguise the object of this levy 
is too weak tofleceive any person. The annual 
nterest on the railroad-aid bonds is over ono 
million of dollars, That is the purpose for 
which this extra levy of 45 per cent over and 
above the amount authorized by law has been 
levied, and the various organs of the bondhold- 
ers may as well acknowledge the fact at once. 
Under pretense of raising revenue for the State, 
there is a tax of over $1,100,000 to be collected 
to pay the interest on these swindling railroad- 
aid bonds. The Credit-Mobilier gentry must 
have their swag, and the machinery of State 
taxation is used to draw it from the people. 


A RIGHTEOUS DECISION. 

The decision of Judge Tipton, of the McLean 
Cireuit Court, in the case of the Gilman, Clin- 
ton & Springfield Railroad Company, is an in- 
teresting document. It recites the history of 
that railroad, which is essentially the history of 
all the railroads built in this State on the bonds 
of deceived and plunderod municipal corpora- 
tions, It appears from the facts before the 
Court that the towns and counties along the 
road subscribed $598,000 of bonds, most of them 
bearing 10 per cent interest, which were 
given in exchange for an equal amount 
of capitel stock. That $30,000 of other stock 
was subscribed for by private persons, of which 
about 10 per cent was paid in cash. That 8. H. 
Melvin, J. T. Stuart, George N. Black, and 
Johu Williams, of Springfield; C. H. Moore, 
J. Wardner, W. Fuller, D. A. Rosecrans, of 
Clinton; D. L. Beidler, E. Wenger, aud A. 8. 
Guthrie were chosen Directors. Mr. Melvin be- 
came President. He at once proceeded to Phila- 
delphia, aud proposed to the Morgan Improve- 
ment Company (a company organized with 
$500,000 capital to construct this road), that if 
said Company would construct and equip the 
road he would pay them $6,060 a mile in town 
and county bonds, and give tl. em the Company's 
own 10 per cent bonds at the rate of $25,000 per 
mile, and lease the road to the Peansylvania Com- 
pany for 99 years. The contract was accepted, and 
the Morgan Company assumed the management 
of the construction. The final agreement was 
that the Railroad Company shoald pay over to 
the Construction Company, in addition to the local 
bonds, $2,000,000 of bonds, also certificates of 
capital stock to the amount of $1,400,000. 
This contract was ratified,the contract, per se,for 
constructing the road being $4,000,000, though 
the proof is that it cout but $1.500,000, the Mor- 
gan Improvement Company receiving 61, 400, 000 
capital stock, $2,000,000. compauy Londs aud $598, - 
000 of county bonds. It appeara,aiso, that Melvia, 
Black, and Williams, Direcvors, purchased shares ia 


| the Morgan Construction Company. In Septem- 


ber, 1873, the Railroad Company issued and paid 
over to the Morgan Company $2,000,000 first- 
mortgage bonds, and also voted $1,000,000 of 
second-mortyage bonds, which were placed in the 
bands of Thomas A. Scott, trustee, for 
the purchase of shop. machinery, etc. 
It also appears that Black, Melvin, and 
Williams, Directors of the Railroad Company, 
held three-fourths of the stock of the Barclay 
Coal Company, and, as Directors of the railroad, 
they entered into a contract with themsclves, as 
owners of the Barclay coal mines, by which the 
railroad was bound to purchase all ita coal of that 
Company at a specified price, and to carry the coal 
of that Company at a special rate for trankpor- 
tation. Having done all this, they were about 
to execute the perpetual lease of the road, there- 
by cutting off the counties holding $698,000 of 
the capital stock, when there was au appeal to 
the Courts. 

The Court, after reviewing all these Credit-Mo- 
bilier operations, decides that it has power to take 
trust property out of the hands of trustees who 
are mismanaging and fraudulently applying the 
same. The law of IIlinois is that Directories of 
rail:oads are but trustees of public highways; 
that in this case the property of the citizens was 
invested in the capital stock of this Railroad 
Company. and the railroad property was a trust- 
fund in the hands of tho Directors. 

Tho Court held that there was nothing in the 
evidence showing that the road had lost over 
$1,500,000; it has paid running expenses and inter- 
est on $2,000,009 since it began operations. The 
fact that the Pennsylvania Company is willing to 
operate the road, pay its current expenses, pay 
interest on $2,000,000 first-mortgage bonds, and 
leave a surplus to apply on the other million of 
bonds now in the hands of Scott, ought toshow that 
the stock of the Company was worth par. Under 
these circumstances, the Court could not permit 
the Directors to wipe out the capital stock by 
rendering it worthiess and burdened with s debt 
of $3,000,000. Under all the ciroumstances, the 
Court thought it his duty to appoint a Receiver to 
take charge of and manage the railroad until 
euch time as it can be ascertained who are the 
bona fide stockholders. 

This ousts the Ring of Springfield bankers 
from the management of the road; it probably 
puts an extinguisher upon the Barclay Coal 
Company's contract, and generally it indicates 
that where county subscriptions to railroad 
stock have been mado, and the railroad is then 
stolen away, there is a way to get the property 
back. It was to make the people of the State 
at large pay the interest on this $598,000 of 
county bonds that the State Auditor and Board 


of Equalization managed to have the State as- | 


sessment increased nearly 200 per cent. If the 
towns and counties which have been swindled 
into voting bonds for other railroads that have 
been stole. in this State will take like measures 
to recover their property, the effect will be to 
blot out a large amount cf fraudulent and 
iniquitous local debt, which the bondholders are 
trying to make the State of Illinois assume.

There is a curious case now on trial in the ur- 
rogate’s Court, in New York. A man named 
Hardin died recently, who had done an extensive 
business as an importer for twenty-five years. 
He was at his business every day, and his asso- 
ciationis were with prominent and honorable 
men. He amassed during bis business career 3 
fortune of $2,000,000, and was generally thought 
to be a bachelor of modest and retired social 
habits. Yet, during all this time, and undiscov- 
ered by his most intimate companions, he has 
lived with a woman as his wife under the assum- 
ed name of Mr. and«Mrs. Walker, To the 
neighbors, the trades-people, the family physi- 
cian, and other domestic associates, he was 


known as Mr. Walker, and a married man; to 


the business men of Broad and Liberty 
streets, he was mon as Mr. Hardin, 
anda bachelor. Throughout twenty-five years, 
there was no confusion of the two characters,— 
a circumstance which could only be possible in a 
great metropolis like New York. Upon his de- 
mise, the woman with whom he had lived asa 
wife made application for half of his property, 
to which she was entitled in the absence of a 
will, while several nephews claimed the whole of 
it on the ground that she had never been mar- 
ried to the deceased. In support of her claim, 
she has produced abundant evidence that she 
had been known as the wife of the deceased for 
twenty years, and that, during that time, he had 
constantly acknowledged and treated her as 
such. At the last stage in the proceedings, how- 
ever, the contestants produced a witness who 
claimed to be Mr. W alker, the real husband of the 
woman, and who testified that the woman was 
arrested in 1843 for stealing a watch, and sent to 
Sing Sing fortwo years, after which she had 
lived with deceased as his wife. TheMr. Walker 
produced isa drunken shoemaker, who spends 
most of his tame on Blackwell's Island. Alto- 
gether the case is a queer one, considering that 
$2,000,000 are involved. 

-The most important item in the proposed 
banking-reforms in New York, which were de- 
zeated at the last meeting of the associated 
banks, was the prohibition of the practice of 
certifying checks when there were not deposits 
to correspond with the certification. So far as 
the National Banks are concerned, this practice 
is unlawful, and the Comptroller of the Our- 
rency announces his intention of rigidly 
enforcing the law. If this is done, the 
speculative dealings in which nearly all the 
New York banks bave taken part heretofore 
will be thrown into the hands of the private 
bankers, as they are chiefly carried on py means 
of certified checks and collaterals, instead of ac- 
tual deposits. This is as it should be. Thoso 
who desire to deposit with the private bankers 
will then understand that théy must satisfy 
themselves to what extent their bankers are in 
the stock business, while those who deposit 
with the National Banks will have the protection 
which the law guarantees them in this regard. 
As the cortihed checks of the private banxera 
who are membors of tne Clearing-House Associa- 
tion have to be taken by the National Banks so 
far as the clearings are concerned, this differ- 
ence may lead to a new association among tho 
National Banks, if the speculations of the private 
bans in certified checks become dangerous. 


Our Yankee auctioneers have been credited 
with unusual shrewdness in advertising their 
sales by providing entertainmenis for their ex- 
pectant. customers, such as free lunches and 
gratuitous excursions. A Scotch auctioneer at 
Stonehaven, however, who nad a large lot of 
turnips for sale recently, outdid any of our 
auctioneers. His entertainment consisted of 
whisky and pealm-singiug. Six botties of the 
first-named article were distributed among the 
farmers and draok from cups made from 
scooped-oul turnips. By the time the six bot- 
ties were exhausted, the farmers were in prime 
condition for psalm-singing. An old precentor 
who was present was called upon to lead olf, 


which he did with great unction, tho farmers 
joining in uncommonly strong. After two or 


three psalms had been sung, the vendue pro- 


ceeded to the perfect satisfaction of the owner 
of the turnips, and good prices were rvalized. 
The incident contains an excellent hint for our 
auctioneers. The turnip part of the entertain- 
ment would be very popular, and buyers might. 
in time, become accustomed to the psalm-sing- 
ing.

County Court House, from Oct. 14, 1869 to Dec. 
1, 1870, amounting to $15,138.40, was presented 
to the Court Houee Commissioner, when the 
fact was that the firm of Heath & Smith 
hed ceased to exist for months 
prior to Oct. 14, 1869. It was certified as correct 
by the defendant, Ingersoll, as Commissioner, 
and by his associate Commissioner, Messrs. 
Con No ton, and Walsh. The indorsement 
of Heath & Smith was forged to tho warrant. 
The money was doposited to the credit of Inger- 
soll in the Bowery Bank. | 

The evideuce shows that Heath & Smith never 
presented this bill; that it was no: muowed by 
Heath or apy member of the firm. It was in- 
dorsed by Mr. Farrington in their mame, and 
was put into the account of Ingersoll. appear- 
ing on his deposit ticket.
